In many respects the perform­ 
ers had much in common.

Powell was stricken by malig 
nancies in his chest and lymph 
glands last September. He was 
hospitalised and a doctor said his 
life was saved then only by co­ 
balt treatments which reduced 
the swelling of the tumor which 
pressed on vital areas around the 
actor’s heart. 
In October Powell returned to 
his desk at Four-Star vowing to 
fight the disease to the very end 
and saying he would lick it. 
"He was very brave all the 
way through it. And June was 
just great in bearing up under 
the tragedy.” a family spokesman 
said Wednesday. 
Powell was hospitalized again 
last month complaining of a back 
ailment which later was connect­ 
ed to the cancer. He was forced 
to give up his duties as host of

$700,000 Under 1962 
Shop Center Gets 
Lower Assessment 


The Bucks County Board of As­ 
sessments and Revision of Taxes 
today announced that the 1963 tax 
assessment on the Levittown Shop­ 
ping Center will be $700,000 lower 
than the 1962 assessment. 
For 1963, the assessment will be 
based on an estimated value of 
$6.5 million rather than one of 
$7.2 million as in 1962, the board 
said. 
Net result will be a loss of ap­ 
proximately $11,000 in taxes for 
the Tullytown School Board. The 
shopping center is situated in 
Tullytown. 
The board also reduced for 1963 
the assessments on several other 


properties in Tullytown, accord­ 
ing to one source, including a 
considerable chunk of property 
owned by Warner Co. 
Assessed valuation on the Bris­ 
tol Printing Co., which publishes 
the Courier-Times, went down $19,- 
OOO. 
Assessments on the Shop-a- 
Rama have been under attack in 
the past and are currently the 
subject of an appeal to the Bucks 
County Court by the center’s at­ 
torneys. 
New evaluation by the county 
board, however, is for 1963 and 
has no effect on the prior evalua­ 
tions or the appeals to the court. 


1962 Was 


2nd Coldest 


Since 1940

Ten years ago this nation be­ 
gan to witness the greatest mi­ 
gratory upheaval since the Gold 
Rush of 1849 with thousands upon 
thousands of city dwellers fanning 
out in all directions in search 
of homes In the country. 
It was the beginning of a new 
era in living as bulldozers from 
Maine to Florida and from New 
York to California gnawed hun­ 
grily at trees, rocks, and moun­ 
tains of earth as they leveled 
woods and fields to make way 
for bousing developments in the 
suburbs of 
Welkin glee Te Beatee 
Chiefly among the areas to un­ 
dergo this revolutionary aberra­ 
tion was that stretch of land from 
Washington on up to Boston, 
which loomed as one big city 


stretching 400 miles along the 
East Coast. 
But while suburbia began to 
flourish in community after com­ 
munity near all major cities, 
lancer Bucks County began to at­ 
tract the largest numbers of mi­ 
grant urbanities when William J. 
Levitt purchased some 169,000 
acres af ground in Bristol Town­ 
ship, Tullytown Borough. Middle­ 
town Township and Falls Town­ 
ship to erect 17,500 homes in what 
was to become Levittown, Pa. 
tm Homes 
Soon after came Fairless HUls 
in Falk Township with Ms 2,000 
homes built by the Danherst 
Corp., a subsidiary of U.S. Steel. 
Meanwhile other homes were 
lieginning to rise in varying aile 
developments throughout the area 
with each municipality mushroom­ 
ing in population. 
■ But while Levittown and Fair­ 
less Hills along with the Netting- 
Village and Stanwood Gar- 
BBBB developments in Bensakm 


Township were completed with 
sewage systems, other rising hous 
mg developments became depend­ 
ent upon cesspool and septic tank 
facilities for sewage disposal. 
Depend ae Ground 
With the exception of these de­ 
velopments where sewer systems 
hit been banished by tile build­ 
ers, and Bristol, where sewers 
already existed, the remainder of 
Lower Bucks depended entirely 
upon tho grounds to absorb waste 
disposal. 
Now, a decade later, with the 
population explosion 
in Bucks 
County leaching a record 306.600 
residents—double tile population 
of 1950 — and with more than 
85,000 occupied dwellings as com­ 
pared to some 40,009 in 1950, it 
has become evident to most mu­ 
nicipalities that the ground which 
had been absorbing sewage dis­ 
posal has just about numbed its 
(Ceattned en Face 2, Cel. I) 


The average temperature for 
the area in 1962 was 52.7 degrees. 
Compared to the normal of 53.9, 
this was 1.2 degrees below the 
type of weather we’re accustomed 
to. 
It was the coldest year since 
1958 when the average was 52.4 
degrees and the second coldest 
since 1940 when the average was 
51.2—one of the chilliest years of 
the century. 
Whiteley noted some significant 
figures in compiling 1962’s data, 
including the fact that we had 26 
full days of sub-freezing tempera­ 
tures as compared to the normal 
of 20 days. 
98 Freesers 
Also, there were 96 days during 
the year that the temperature 
went below freezing (32 degrees) 
some portion of the days. This 
was nine days bove normal. 
It was even cool during the 
summer months as the area ex­ 
perienced only IO days when the

The embassy turned them over 
to Soviet officials who took the 
peasants away in a bus.

Embassy offi­ 
cials explained to the peasants 
that they could not leave Russia 
without permission from Soviet au­ 
thorities and that an embassy 
could not make such arrange­ 
ments. This argument finally per­ 
suaded them to start boarding 
the bus. 
'‘Evangelical Christians” 
Members of the group referred 
to themselves as "evangelical 
Christians” who do not recognize 
any form of organized religion 
but merely are persons who claim 
equality among themselves and 
pray to God. 
The peasants complained they 
had not been allowed to observe 
religious holidays and had been 
barred from contact with their 
children in some instances. 
One man getting on the bus to 
leave the embassy compound told 
ncws.iien he bad not seen his chil 
dren for two years. 
“This is not funny,” he sighed 
"This is tragic.” 
Russian-speaking Western cor 
respondents heard some members 
of the group talking of a comrade 
who they claimed had been “rot 
ting in prison” for two years. 
The same thing will happen to 
us.” one of the group said.

At Blast Scene 


GAINESVILLE. Va. (UPI) - 
An explosion heard 18 miles away 
leveled a concrete and steel build­ 
ing at a top-secret rocket fuel 
testoentcr here Wednesday night, 
shattering windows within a half- 
mile radius. 
Security guards refused to per­ 
mit state police or firemen to 
examine the wreckage, but state 
police said apparently there was 
only one minor injury. 
The explosion happened shortly 
before midnight. EST, at the 
sprawling Pine Ridge test center 
of the Atlantic Research Corp. 
Col. James Chapman, spokes­ 
man for the firm, said fire in a 
machine mixing a solid fuel pro­ 
pellant apparently touched off 
the blast. He said the mixing 
operation was done by remote 
control. Chapman said it was the 
second explosion of its kind at 
the cotter. 
The official said he did not 
know how much fuel the mixer 
contained. He said there was no 
tasting fire and that it was con­ 
fined to the building housing the 
mixer. 
The center, located about 30 
miles southwest of Washington. 
D C., is reported to test solid and 
liquid rocket fuels for the Na­ 
tional Aeronautics and 
Space 
Administration 
(NASA) 
and 
branches of the military. 
Armed security guards turned 
some employes away from the 
8-year-old center following the 
blast, but admitted key person­ 
nel. Plant guards also refused to 
admit ambulances and fire-fight­ 
ing equipment rushed to the 
scene 'rom three nearby towns. 
State police said one worker 
was taken to the main gate for 
treatment of cuts.
